cailzie were hard to get. For months 
he has had a commission in Sweden 
for two perfect birds.

The capercailzie is almost as large 


as and similar in habits to the Amer- 
ican wild turkey, with the advantage 
that it can endure much more severe 
hardships and cold weather, and will 
live on food such as is obtainable from 
the treetops, If necessary, when the 
ground is deeply covered with snow.
